It is the more 
important at a time when one of her Bishops—supported, alas, by many of the 
others—is striving to reintroduce this ‘‘ Romish system of sacerdotalism,” which 

the Bishop of Manchester declared to be ‘‘ unscriptural and superstitious.” 

Few religious questions at the present time can be more interesting than the 
future progress of the Gospel in France. The French correspondent of the 
Record calls attention to an interesting article on this subject in the Signal “‘ by 
one of the most thoughtfal of the contributors to this Protestant journal.” The 
writer, after asserting that the mation must and will have a religion, asks what it 
is to be? Ultramontanism, which is as self-asserting as ever, is, he declares, os. 


repugnant to the French spirit; against the autocracy of the Pope, and the 
exaggerated importance attached to religious performances the consciences of 
people revolt. The Gallicanism of Bossvet is dead; and : for Jansenism, one 
searches in vain for traces of it. “ Of the work of Peré Hyacinthe,” continues 

ar the writer, ‘I say nothing. I know the man ; I esteem him, I believe him to be 
& sincere and ardent Christian. But the work is, and never can be other than 
an abortion. It is a house of cards which they have tried to build in the air. It 
imitated a reformation, but had no elements of stability. A reformation, in order 
to succeed, must rest on a new principle. Father Hyacinthe has protested; he 
bas not reformed.” 


The writer goes on to say that he thinks that in Protestantism France may 
ultimately find a refuge from Papal despotism, and from anarchical orgies. But 
much must be accomplished first. The present ecclesiastical organization of the ; 
Protestant churches will have to be altered. “ Episcopacy, it may be, would be | 
more suitable than Presbyterianism for those who have been accustomed to the 
Roman Catholic hierarchical system. We must have more of poetry and art in 
our services ; and, above all, we must have a definite doctrinal code with which to 
confront Roman superstitions.” This latter is certainly the most important 
feature in the suggested programme, and in the meantime we may rejoice that the 
Word of God, on which alone such a definite doctrinal code can be based is 
having free course and circulation throughout France. The Word of God can 
_ alone be the basis of any real Reformation. | 


It is so seldom that one meets with ® kind word spoken of Nonconformists by a 
high churchman, that a few words of a sermon preached by Canon Wilberforce, | 
at St.Mary's, Southampton, are worth recording. We copy from the Reord 


“ This (the Bishop goes on to say) changed ~~

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(August 2): “All dissent was not political dissent, and, with the greatest 
deference, he would venture the opinion that in no direction had the Church of 
England exhibited more timidity than in her attitude towards non-political con- 
scientions dissent. Every honest Churchman who knew anything of the history of 
the past should feel himself bound in honour to extend respect and toleration to 
those who, from conscientious motives, had separated from the National Church." 
He thought they might leave it to their brethren of the laity to defend the position of 
the Establishment from untruthful and misleading attacks... . But surely they, 
the clergy, could exhibit s more reconciling spirit towards non-political dissent. 
They could avoid the aggressive reiteration in act, attitude, or word, of the 
exclusive formula: ‘‘ The temple of the Lord, the temple of the Lord, the temple 
of the Lord are we.” 


These words of Canon Wilberforce have all the more weight as coming from 
one who differs widely from Nonconformists on points on which both they, and also 
Evangelical churchmen, differ from him. In this very sermon he defends the 
Real Presence, and speaks (it is to be much regretted) of “ the Sacrament of the 
Altar "—a thoroughly Romish phrase not recognized by the Church of England, 
which has deliberately expelled the word “altar” from her Prayer Book. But, if 
one who is still somewhat held m bondage to the errors in which he has been 
brought up, has yet Christian discernment to see the evil of the haughty ex- 
elusiveness with which clergymen often treat Nonconformist ministers, how much 
more should those whose eyes have been opened to see and profess ‘‘ evangelical" 
truth, and to repudiate Romish error, avoid all unbrotherly treatment of those 
Christian brethren—for we plead only for those who are such—who may 
conscientiously dissent from some of the requirements of the Prayer Book, because 
they seem to them to lack Scripture sanction. 


The Keswick Convention, which was held at the close of July, has this year 
fully maintained its character for providing s season of spiritual refreshment for 
those who, in increasing numbers, go there for soul profit and edification. The 
report of those who have attended it is most satisfactory as to its entire freedom 
from the errors of Perfectionism. ‘‘To speak of the Convention of 1889 as 
Perfectionist (writes the Record correspondent) would be really too ridiculous. 
Not perfection, but imperfection, has been the keynote, so far as the Christian 
believer himself is concerned ; but a perfect Saviour has been exalted, and no one 
would wish otherwise.” The Christian tells the same tale: “The teaching has 
been of a very high order, carefully avoiding complicity with unscriptural 
Perfectionism, but laying great stress on the keeping power of the Saviour;” 
adding, also, “ There has been an unusual weight of testimony in respect to the 
indwelling and inworking of the Holy Spirit, and it was evident that many 
realized in this a distinct advance in their spiritual experience.” 


' A most interesting series of papers on the subject of ‘“‘The Church” is 
appearing in the Record “Pulpit.” The writer boldly grasps the view which 
Seripture so abundantly confirms that the Church is as yet in its corporate 
capacity an invisible society, though its members are individually visible, and that 
it is “ a society of persons who are united with each other by virtue of their union 
with Christ.” He combats especially the High Church view put forth by Mr. Gore 
in the ‘* Church and the Ministry ” that “‘ membership in the true Church depends 
upon membership in the one visible church on 
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at issue very well, thus: “ Did Christ (as Mr. Gore says) institute a society for men 
to belong to ‘as the means of belonging to Him ;' or did He not rather ‘ invite 
men primarily to anion with Him, through His Spirit, and as a consequence of 
that anion, to anion with each other?'” The articles in question are well worthy 
of attention, and it is to be hoped that they will be published in s separate 
form. 


At the same time it must not be forgotten that while the corporate visibility 
of the Church awaits “the manifestation of the sons of God” at her Saviour's 
return, there is also a present visibility which may be called characteristic rather 
than corporate. It is the visibility not so much of the persons of Christians as of 
certain characteristic marks and tokens whereby the existence of the Church may 
be discerned. Foremost amongst these is that mark or token to which our Lord 
attaches such importance. “ By this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love one to another.” It is one of the main objects of the Evangelical 
Alliance to promote this present visibility of the Church by seeking to inculcate 
upon all who hold the Head and are taught by the One Spirit, the paramount 
importance of brotherly love irrespective of denominational distinctions. 


The Church of God mourns the loss of one who, from his age, character, 
and sweet influence as a hymn writer, as well as a faithful teacher, occupied a 
very prominent position, not only in the Free Church of Scotland, but in the 
Church Catholic. Need we say we speak of Dr. Horatius Bonar? In early days, 
as minister at Kelso, he wrote the well-known series of “ The Kelso Tracts,” 
which sowed the seed of the Gospel in many a heart. He will probably be best 
known to posterity by his hymns, which are to be found in collections where only 
their high poetical merit could have secured them a place. Thus, “I heard the 
voice of Jesus say” has been admitted into “‘Hymns Ancient and Modern,” 
and sets forth the Gospel where it is not often met with. Dr. Bonar was a great 
champion for the premillenial advent in a country where that view has little 
acceptance, and, amongst many writings on the subject from his pen, ‘‘ Prophetic 
Landmarks” may be mentioned as one of the most temperate and yet most 
convincing. His memory will long dwell in the hearts of the many friends 
who knew and loved him. We can ill spare such a standard-bearer in these 


degenerate days. 


Another loss which will be deeply felt throughout the Church of Christ is the 
death of Professor Christlieb, of Bonn. He was recovering, it was hoped, from a 
serious illness, when the disease suddenly took an unexpected turn, and un- ~ 
consciousness came on, from which he never rallied. His loss will be specially 
felt by the Evangelical Alliance, of which he was an attached member, and by the 
West German Branch, of which he was the President. The important post he 
held of Professor of Theology in the University of Bonn, gave him a sphere of 
great] Christian influence among the future ministers of Germany, and this — 
influence he exerted nobly in his Master’s cause. He will long be remembered

The proceedings of the examination were 
brought to a close by a friendly gathering 
of professors, students, and friends. This 
revival of a custom, of late years fallen 
into desuetude, gave general satisfaction. 
The utmost unanimity and ocordiality 
prevailed, and all felt grateful to the Father 
of all Mercies, that there was so much cause 
for recognizing His blessing in all their 
proceedings.

VILLAGE EVANGELIZATION IN THE AMRITSAR DISTRICT. 


We extract the following from an interest- 
ing letter from Miss Clay, which appears in 
Service for the King : 

“ And now to turn to the best loved work 
—village evangelisation. This may be 
divided into first, the regular visits to villages 
within a radius of four or five miles of Ajnala, 
or of our out-station of Saurian, opened in 
"82, and where, in 86, I built a little rest 
bungalow, as well as houses for our native 
workers ; and secondly, occasional visits paid 
to more distant villages, which can only be 
accomplished during itinerations in tents. 
In this letter I will limit myself to a brief 
account of visite to villages in this immediate 
neighbourhood. Of these there are fifty-two, 
several so large that two or three mornings 
are required for going round to hold little 
meetings in the houses where visite are 
expected, as we never get them very far 
from their own houses, and some are quite 
amall.

hama : ‘Inthe seventeenth century a Catholic 
priest named Ricci discovered a colony of 
Jews living in the Province of Honan, in the 
interior of China, and a full account of their 
bistory and usages has since been published 
by the Jesuit missionaries. In the year 
1850, a deputation of native priests was sent 
to them by the Bishop of Hongkong and Dr. 
Medhurst. Two of the Jews were induced to 
come to Shanghai and some of their Hebrew 
manuscripts were obtained. In the year 
1866, Rev. Dr. Martin, of Pekin, made a 
visit to this colony and found in the centre 
of an open square the only remnants of a 
synagogue in the shape of a solitary stone, on 
one side of which was the inscription stating 
that it had been erected about a.p. 1183, and 
on the other side was a record of its rebuild- 
ing in the time of the Ming dynasty. There 
was also this further inscription: ‘ With 
respect to the religion of Israel, we find that 
our first ancestor was Adam. The founder of 
the religion was Abraham ; then came Moses, 


who established the law and handed down the 


sacred writings. During the dynasty of Han 
{z.c. 200—a.p. 226) this religion entered 
China. In the year 1164 a synagogue was 


to the value and truth of God's revelation to 
men in the midst of surrounding darkness.

Dalton, late of St. Petersburg, a copy of 
the pampblet he has just published, entitled, 
“An open letter addressed to the Procu- 
rator-General of the Russian Synod, Kon- 
stantin Pobedonozeff.”
